It may be many may thipk (but Tblefs the Lord 
without any ſolid ground) that I ſuffer as an Evil-Do- 
er, andas a bufie body in other mens matters , but I 
reckon not much upon that, having the Teſtimony 
of my own Conſcience for me. It was the lot of 
our bleſſed Saviour himſelf, and alſo the lot of many 
of his eminent precious Servants and People to 1ut- 
fer by the World as Evil-doers: Yea I think I have 
ſo good ground not ito be fcar'd at ſuch alot, that 'I 
countit my #e-ſuchhonour ,, and Oh what am T that 
I ſhould be honoured ſo, when ſo many 'Worthies 
have panted after the like, and have not -come at it :

born-down and ruined Intereſt of my Lord and Ma- 
ſter, and for the Relict of my poor Brethren afflicted 
and perſecuted, not oniy 1n their Liberties, Privi- 
ledges, and Perſons, bur allo. in their Lives , there- 
fore it was that I joyned with that poor handful , the 
Lord knows, whois the ſearcher of hearts, that nei- 
ther my deſign nor. practice was againſt - his Mojeſty's 
perſon and juſt Governiment, but I always ſtudyed to 
be Loyal to lawful Authority inthe Lord, and I 
thank God my heart do:h not condema me of any 
Diſloyalty , I have been Loyal, and 1do recommend 
It n- all to be obedjent to higher Powers: in the

And that I preached at Field-Meetings, which is 
the ground of my Sentence, I am fo far from acknow- 
tedging that the Goſpel preached that way was a Ren- 
dezvous of Rebellion, as it is ſo tearmed. that I bleſs 
the Lord that ever he counted me worthy to be Wit- 
neſs of (uch Meetings ; which have been fo undoubt-

Eightly, As for the Fifth Cauſe in my indic&- 
ment, upon which my ſentence of death is foun- 
ded, (viz,) Perſonal preſence, Twice or thrice, with 
that party whom they call the Rebels , for my own 
part 7 never Judged them ſuch : 7 Acknowledge 
and do believe there were many there that came 
im the ſimplicity of their hearts, like thoſe that 
followed Abſoloms long ago, and 7 am as lure onthe 
other hand there were a great party there that had 
nothing -before them but the repuring of the Fal-
